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"“THE QUEEN IN LONDON.

THE OPENING OF THE PEOPLE'S PALACE

- AT THE EAST END,

(FROM TUE REGULAR CORRESFONDENT OF TRIBUNE.]
Loxpox, May 15

It was half past 2 on Saturday afternoon when I
started to drive from: St. Jamew's-at, to the Peopie's
Palace, in Mile Fad Road, far in the East of Lou-
don, Asl wanted to see the w or mnearly the
whole ronte I went straight to Oxford-st, Geteral
traffic was to have been stopped at 2, but from the
top of Bond-st. to Totienham Conrt Road, Oxford-
st. was a tangled mass of carriagos, vans, omai-
Dbuses and cabs, so that it took half an honr to do

the half-mils, and my cabman more than onoes ad-
me to get ont of it and try some other way.
t beyond Tottenham Conrt Road the thorongh-
fare was in possossion of the police and encumbered
only by foot passengers who seemod to think o
hansom cab an intruder, and to believe that the
pavementshad been swept and garnished with
gravel for their exclnsive benefit. At every coruer
# policeman signalled to the driver to turn off into
@ aide street, but the sight of o bit of cardboard
printed in pink softened the soverity of his views
and we were allowed to go on, In Mile End Road
onr troubles began agaln aod another balf hour
bad to be speut over the last half-mile as over the
firsi. Street-cars and every kind of miscellancous
vehicle were straggling and grinding along this
Lroad avenue. Long before we reached it
we had become part of a fileof carriages and
hansoms, all bonnd for the Paiace. In the contfu-
sion this fils became dogble and trebls, and oue
passed and repassed and was again passed by one's
friends and competitors in the race—a very slow
tace—for the entrance, Altogether it was an honr
and three-gnarters before wearrived. Thedistance,
1 suppose, is six miles. Polloe arrangements at
either end were auything but good, and I have no
ides how Mile End Road was cleared for the Qaoen,
as oleared it must have been,

But all this delay mattered nothing; it only gave
one a better view of the long spectacle of decornted
streets and the maltitudes who were ont to see tha
Queen. There are people who say—some of the pa-
pers say—that the adornmeats were poor. What
&id they expect? 1t wasn sunny afternoon, and,
for my part, I cannot remember to have seen Lon-
don so gay. Nosingle effort, perhaps, was a very
brilliant one. Nobuilding was ornamented at great
cost, or with originality of design or treatment, or
owed wuch to the suggestions of art, It was the
profusion of decoration, the wealth of color, the
vanety, the apparently endless sucocssion of flaunt-
ing flags and strips of bunting, aud emhbrol-
dered and bemottoed banners, and hon-
quets of umonjacks that made tho genoral
effect so marvellous. Hore and there floated
far above the rest the Royal Standard of England
with its fields of gold and of crimson, its lions and
leopards and blazoury of the throne. The dotail
was not much to boast of ; the birdseye view from
almost any point was fine and froam certaln polots
was maguificent. Holborn and Holborn Viadnet
were superb. The scope of the broad stroet, tho
gtreteh of open space on either side the Viaduet,
lent themselves to pictaresque treatment, Like all
the route, Holbern is a street of shops and ware-
houses and banks and public buildings. It would
have been too much to expect that some of the
{radespoeople, who are the majority, ehould not have
geized the occasion to advertise their loyally and
their wares together. They did, SBome of these
displays were offensive, bat probably did more haim
to the displayers than to anybody else.

The people who had come out tosee the Qnesn
open their palace were themsolves a wonderful
gight, Their good temper wasas good as that of
4 French crowd on a fete day; and more cannot be
said. Thestyle m which they openad their ranks
for carriages to pass was proof enougn of their
amiability, The East End certainly beat the West
for npumbera, and, I hear, for enthusiasm
when the Queen drove past. So did it in
the quantity if not quality of Iits em-
bollishiwents, Festoons of many-hued papers

often did daty for eloth of gold and silk
and satin and velvet which more prosperous pro-
ple put forth, But they had done all they could,
bad given and striven out of the abundance of
{heir hearts, rather than of mere riches, and they
Tad their reward. There was really nothing to heat
orequal Whitechapel. You might not think Hol-
‘born very samptuous in ita Inxury, after all; you
wwere sure to feel that in the tinsel and bits of red
rag which hung on the front of mean little shops
in the East there was something gennine, nay, pa-
{hetic. There, if anywhere, is the home of Democ-
raoy, even of Republicanism and Bocialism, and,
perhaps, of Anarchy itself, though there is ex-
tremely little of any one in any political sense, or
usable for any political purpose. Bat these hard-
working, smple folk in the midst of their grim
poverty or desperate struggle for existence haved
pentiment of loyalty which no Republican need
gontemn. A man must b loyal to something. 1fa
Queen be his ideal of what is noblest or greatost in
this world, in heaven's name let kim be loyal to
her.

There is a vast deal to be said about the People's
Palaes and the Beanmont Trust and Mr. Walter
Besant, whose dream has taken this solid
and splendid shape, but I must leave it
and limit myself to brief notes of what I saw and
heard. The Queen's Hall is much praised. Itisa
gift, and I for one will not look it in the month. 1

to assume that the Peopls are not to be asked
derive their notions of art from from all this
garishness of gilding and crude colorand architect-
ural features where the sham classic oontends
with the commonplace. Enough that it is roomy
and that the music of a numerous choir and the
tones of a woman's voice were equally audible aud
«lear 1n all parts,

Doors to be shut at 4, said one's card, and no per-
#on to be admitted after. This was alarming in its
perempioriness, yet at quarter past 4 they were
still wide open and people streamed in till 5 ~tbe
hour fixed for the Queen's coming. Firstof the
zoyalties to arrive was the Duke of Cambridge,
gorgeous in his Field Marshal's panoply; with him
the Duchess of Teck and her protty daughter,
Princess Victoria, The platform at that moment
was in sole possession of Lady Salishury., Nowise
disconcerted, the Prime Minister's wife stood aside
for the Duke to mounnt, thon entered into cheery
talk with the gray warrior without the preliminary
courtesy which the “*George Ranger” olearly ex-

. Afew—not very many—celebrities were
vyisible. Professor Huxlev's square, strong, swarthy
faco, with eyes of gray fire beneath a crown of
gray hair looked down from the east gallery; the
sancy visage of a pretty young woman, who resem-
bled him slightly, by his side. Sir Arthur and Lady
Hayter were in the centre; Lady Rosebery sat in
front in dark hlac; Lord Rosebery in a Windsor
wuniform of blue and gold was moving up and down
the alsle, Lord Randolph Churehill had been
shown 10 a seat mx rowa to the rear, and sank into
it with content, Not so the Duchess of Manches-
ter. Ble romoustrated with the usher and pres-
ently set off on a voyage of discoyery and seized
on two places—for horself and her danghter—in
the very front row of all and kept them. The

. Duchess, too, not to be outdone by Lady Salisbury,
went up on the platform and held diseonrse with
the great ones of the earth there gathered and

The Prince and Princess of Wales came by
quarter to 5, cheors mecompanying them. The
Frincess was in a gown which I tonk to be of black
velvet, whereof the corsage and skirt were slashed
into crimson lozenges, She has long passed for
the best dressed and best mannered woman in Eng-
Jand; nor wasitto-day that any one would dispute

Nobody
regards the group of men who lead the way; the
one wish of thess thonsands inside, ss of the hun-
dreds of thousands outside, 1s 1o see how the Queen
losks, The first comment I heard was from a lady
noar whorm I stood—a beautiful American M Dlack
whosoe name 1 wonld tell 1 T dared and say how
charining sho is if 1 were not too faint-hearted,
“The Quean has got n new bonnet,” oried she, This
new bonnet was black, with something white or
light gray in it; ber gown all black Sho
moved slowly and, I thoughr, wearily and not
strongly, Noever had Iseon the rubiennd face of
Englisbh Majesty so near the nsanl complexion of
the English womean, She looked not precisely pale
but wan. The short, 1otund figure had all ita
sngnlar diguaty of old, but less than its*old vigor
and activity, Once more I had to admire,
whether 1 would or no, the royal Dearng
g0 royally maintained by a woman to

whom npature bas denifed the physical
gifts which are thought to go with distinetion of
deportment, but on whom birth and fifty years of
soversignty have bestowad a mauner quite match-
less. The cheers broke out as the song died away,
bat less spoutaneonaly than if men had had their
way with their own volcos at the beginning, and
the Queen acknowledged them with benlguity.

There was the usual pause, The Prince, who had
met his mother at the top of the steps fo the plat-
form, talked to her for & minpte while the funo-
tionaries arrangedl themsslves; then the ocremony
began, There was an address, of couras, and a
longonay not very well read by Sir Edmund Currie,
The Queen answered in a voice which soon fonnd
its proper note and was heard in all corners of the
hall. Madame Albani's singing of Homs, Bwoot
Home was & welcome part of the programme, The
presentations to Her Majesty which followed were
gratifying to the preseutecs and amusing to those
of us who were near enough to wateh elosely what
wont on. Eaeh man bad his own way of getting
up on the dais, his own way of bowing, his own
way of retreating; each mere eonfnsed than the
other; Mr. Basant excepted. Thenovelist's nerves
were strengthensd by a hearty cheer which
greeted his name, and his alone The
knighting of Mr. Joln Rogers Jennings seamod an
{nspiration of the movement. Bomebody was hur-
ried ofl for Bir Patrick Grant’s sword, Mr Jou-
nings had not been told what to do, and there waa
now no time for rehearsal ; so he bowed and kol
and rose again and kneit again to the word of
whispered command from soms nsofnl official ; and
roso ut last Sir John to the end of his days. This
knighthood feat nccomplivhed, the Queen’s work
in the ha!l was dono. Asshe aunitted her station
she shook hands with Lady Roscbery, Lady Salis-
bury, and Lady Stanley of Aldorley, whose rever-
encos in return were things to see, and 8o went out
eastward, the cheers of her lieges once more Tising
a8 she moved among them and disappearsd in the
blinding light of an opened door throngh which
we eanght sight of another eonsonrse of peopls,
nnd heard the nome ofanother loyal welcome,  Sho
wasto lay, and I supposa did lay, the corper stons
of some new people’s building,

Leaving the hall Ly a sude door, T went ronnd to
the main eutranee to 220 the Queen's departure
The conrtyard waa fillad with iroops, with the
royal carrlages, a8 it 15 the fashion to call them,
with royal red footmen, with police,and with a lew
visitors who wantad, as I did, a closer look at Her

Majesty. A company of the Grenadier Goards in
their bearskins formed the ooter bedge ; uo troops
like them for show; not many for fighting. Thera
they stood, ereet, motionless, every bution and
ganbarrel shiore 7 in tha snn, searlet jackets shin-
lug, fases shimng; alert, nerves all on edge, an
immovabla wall of drillod bumanity ; n segment of |

that immortal thm red line which Kinglake saw |
at the Alma, and which stratches pretty well ronnd

the world, Plumed oficers woved in  their
stiff military way up __unrl down, vigl-
ant, keen-vighted; all tocir credit  staked on |

the absvlute perfectinn of every dotail of soldierly
equipment presently to bo serntinized, thongh only
for one passing instant, by two of the sharpost
pairs of martinet eves in Europs—the Prineo of
Wales and the Duke of Cambridgo. If there
ba speck or spot on o singlo private's
jacket, his lifo is not a bappy one.  Thero will bea
grow! from the Horse Gaards to the colonel, de-
scending theneo in eversdespening wrath to the
unhappy mortal in the ranks who wore the unelean
garment, More dazzling still to the eivilian's eve
are the squadron of lofe Guards who form ier
Majesty's egeort: belmeted. outrassed. jack-booted,
all  stesl and scarlet and white leather
breeches and black sheepskin, bestriding statue-
like sleck, sirong hlack chargers; glants on giant
steads: the prim perfection of holiday horsemen.
Yes, but when those long bladea leave their steel
seabbards yon will see notehss where aiaol has mot
othor steel, and if yon leok at the buits of the car-
bines which hang straight up and down ready to |
the hand on the right rear of the saddls, yon will |
gea every one dented thick and desp with the hon-
orable soars of service in the field

The Queen was not long in coming, preceded as
always by the ghttering compauy who wera to il |
the four carriages in frout of her; equerries, [pdies
in waiting, lords in waiting, Gold Stick in waiting
—tho old Fisld Marshsl, Sir Patrick Grant—Master
of the Horse—the young Duke of Portland—
Prinoes, all birds of the most rare plumage,
They hurry down tho steps and bundle vhem-
salves 1nto their carriages with seant eeremimy.
Thele immediate business 1s to be ot of tha way
that the Queon may not have tosay, as Louis FMour-
teenth did—or did not, the seopticul Fournier savs
not—""1 wius near being kept waiting.” The police,
sturdy. faithfal souls, Jooked shightly scandalized
as they beheld these great people in gold Jace
scampering off across the gravel—women too, and
two Duchesses at that; only they could not be |
aaid to scamper. A Duchess-in-waiting must at
moments be conteut to part with a little of her
dueal diguty.

The Queen’s carringe was an open dark blue lan-
dan, lurge and heavy on C springs, panels em-
blazoned with the royal arms, no box, rumble be-
hind, drawn by four black bays groomed to n
nicety, with harness and trappings on which the
saddlers art had said 1ts last word: showy, aloat
gandy. The two postilions in black jackets and
white brecches were boys to look at but
might be of any vears; nothung is so uncsriain as
the age of o human bheing who has to do with
horseflesh. When this equipage drew up at the foot
of the red-carpeted platform, there began a series |
of curiously elaborate preparations. A footman, n
dismonnted outrider, and Clark, Highland gillis in
semi-succossion to the late John Brown, were none
toowany for the work that had to be done.  Skidls
were got out and the off hind wheel was blocked
fore and aft, lest the pervons temm start while
Majesty is getting i, The harness is looked over,
strap by strap and bockle by buckle, rapidiy but
surely. Clark lets down the steps of the landan, |
getain, arranges the wraps, clears the hack seat, |
dances about to make snre of the springs, finally |
jnups up and down on the lower step to make suro
of that also. He is not a feather-weight, bat
nothing gives.

This fandango finished, tHe Queen appearsal tho |
door. The Lord Clhsmberlain and Lord Stewarnl |
are showing her the way—the former, Lord Lathon,
o marked figure with bis streaming full gray beard, |
Her Majesty is leaning on the arm of the Prines of
Wales, and leaning heavily. Her coming and go-
fug bhave been mule easy to her by a gangway
drapod tn the oternnl red cloth; olherwise just ke
the covered-in gangway provided for passengors
who step ashore from a channel atesmwor Lo
Majesty is subject to nausea, but happily secms
not to nottes thie simllarity.  The police, I must
say, appearel to be under no alarm wha'ever
abont the Queon’s personal safety, Ths half-dozen
spootators of this scene wore allowed to stand
within a couple of yards Nothing would have
been easior than to do mischief il mischief had
been i anybody's mind, as happily it was not, The
Queen walked very slowly and heaviiy down her
gangway; the Lord Chimberlain waviag his long |
wand and ratreating sideways bofore her.

There are, indeed, many exceptions to thia rale, as you
were on the point of reminding me. Nota few scrvants
are sensible enough to know when they have a good
place and shrewd enongh to let well enongh alone and
not to be disquieted hecanse one of thelr acquaintances
receives a little higher pay. T am fond of repesting, when
this point is being cousldored, the story which Mre
Fruuk Gregory once told me about her oook:

“ Rachel had been with we for more than & year; had
given entire satisfactlon and o litde more. 8o on Christ
mas, after banding her a pretty gift, I sald: ‘ You have
been so falthful and efMcient, Rachel, since you have
been with us, that Tam going to ralse your woages $2 a
month, beginning with the new year.! Well, the girl, in-
stoad of evinolng any gratitleation ot this anuouncement,
actially fared up and remarked to me in heated falsetto
tonea: * Mra. Gregory, when I'm expecting any raise of
wacea [l let you know, [don't want no 2 a month
wore and 1 hope you won't insist upou my taking it I
know wy mind, Mrs, Gregory, and I've got a tongue in
my head, and if at any time [ ala't sulted with the wages
pald we, Il tell you, ete,, ete.’ The result was that I
really Ll to exert myself to calm Rachel. T assured het
thit I had wo intention of hurting her feelings, and that
1f she felt averse to aceopting wore wages I would not
urge thew upon her. She thanked me, and I retired from
Lor presence sowewhat crestfallen—likewlse $2 a Lmonth
rivher thun I expected to be”

To be sure, the dwelling house that shelters but a
ingle family (s not exempt from the annoyance in ques-
tlon. Girla find their way luto one aovther’s kitchena
and colupare potes touching wages, and beoomne a prey
to discontent aud ripen for a mwonth's wurning when they
dow't Uve in flats. Granted.  All I mean is that there ls
a much better chanse In flats fur the development of this
particular hindrance to the solution of the vexed prob-
lem of domestie service than there is in a dwelling
houss, Flat life has its ndvantages, numerous and sub-
atantial, some of which have beeu noted in these poges
But it also has its disadvantages, numerons and sub.
stantial, und smong them s to be reckoned the unhappy,
uot to say demorallzing, effect which it sometines bas on
servants. Is there a remedy 1 A friend of ours who lives
tn o flat thinks that she has discovered one, Calling
npon us ance, several years ugo, she discovered Priulence
bemoaning the loss of a girl who suddenly awoke—ot
rathor had been awak I—to the i that
Justice to lierself and o deoent respect for the opluton of
the cook two stories below required that she should no
longer do our cooking for #16 a wonth,

“ That 1s all the girl s worth,” sighel Prudones; “ she
18 a falr to middling cook auwl nothing more. Of course I
sliall let her go, but I hate the troubie of hunting up and
bresking in & new glel.  But let one cook in a flat get $20
a month, and the chances are that all the others, no mat-
tor what thelr capacity or experience, will expect that
pay.”

“ I never pay but #15, and I racely change servants,”
saald our friend, in touea tinetured with reproof. *1
msnage in this way. The two girlsa now in my employ
have heen with nie three yoars. When I engaged them )
sadd: . You can Lave balf your evenings every week te
yourselves and Sunday afterncons; and [ am perfectly
wililng that you should receive calls from your friends
living outsida, But [ must insist that you shall not re-
eelve nor male calls on girls in this Nat builling. Tam
not seguatuted with anyoody io any of the other apurt-
ments, and thers is no reason why you should be. At all
events, if T engage you you must do as I wish in this
matter The girls agreed to my terms and [ have neves
hud any trouble from the source you mention.”

That s our fricod's remedy. T must confess I do not
think wueh of it I sbould be appreliensive that giria
wonll come to resent having entered into such an agren
metit, 8o thut their tennre of oilice would be as uncertaln
us uuder & different policy.

Sjuce 1 began to write thia paper my attention ias been
ealled to an article n Fhe Epoeh on flats iu which oceury
the following:

But the person who is laboring under the lmpres
slon that these comforts and the steam-heating of all the
rooms which goes with them aro so many gratuities to
the tenants* with the compliments of the landlord,” is
Lo gelerois hearted auwd optimistio for this epoch in
thils metropolis.
